ADVICE TO CITY TREASURER. 


Ha Writ«» 8«or*tary PIflald How 
It Is and Also NotlfiM Gov- 
•rnor PInffr««. 


This morning Charles H. Godfrey, 
the gentleman who counts himself a 
member of the school board by virtue 
of a'grand total of one vote, sent letters 
to Secretary Fifleld, City Treasurer 
Brown and Governor Pingree relating 
his woes. He cautioned the secretary 
to go slow until the matter of the legal­ 
ity of the present board was settled by 
^'higher authority:” to the city treas­ 
urer he wrote asking him to pay no 
vouchers issued by the school board 
thus suspending (in his mind) the pay­ 
ment of the salaries of the teachers em­ 
ployed in the city schools; the letter he 
sent to the governor he has not made 
public. That he means business is 
shown by the fact that he took a letter 
press copy of the three epistles. 


Following is the letter received by 
Secretaay Flfield: 


“ B e n t o n H a r b o r , S ^t. 1.3, 1897. 
To the School of Benton Harbor, Gen­ 
tleman: My understanding oftheschool 
election laws are such that only two 
tickets were legally cast, one for my­ 
self and one for Steven Boyle. As I 
have been refused the privilege of 
?ualifying and excepting of this ottlce 
enter rav most earnest protest against 
thiii so-called school board to continue 
to do the business of a .school board un­ 
til settled by higher authority. I also 
call your attention to pg 4o to the 
school law§ of ’97 calling for a full and 
itemized tinancial statement of the re­ 
ceipts and expenditures of our district 
during the proceeding year and have 
published in one or more newspapers. 
“Yours truly, 


“C. H. G o d f r e y .” 


Tbe spelling, the grammar and rhet­ 
oric in |the above letter is all Mr. 
Godfrey’s own. It needs only to oe 
carefully read to be properly appre­ 
ciated. 
The tinancial statement to 
which Mr. Godfrey alludes was printed 
in the otficial pai)er on Angust 24, and 
Mr. Godfrey like a large majority of 
the people of the city never saw it. 
That is a point against the board. It 
ought to have given tbe statement to a 
newspaper read by the |)eople. 


The letter sent to the city treasurer 
reads as follows: 


“ B k n to n H a r b o r , Sept. 13, 1897. 
Mr. C. J. Brow n, school treasurer, 
city: Dear sir: There be a controversy 
between myself and tbe so called school 
board. 
I call your attention to tbe 
same which will be found in letters 
and protests already published by me 
and ask that you pay no vouchers

Columbus, O., Sept. 18.>-The srcat 
miners' strike which was declared on 
July 4 was brought to an end Saturday 
evening so far, at least, as western 
Pennsylvania. Ohio, Iitdlana and West 
Vlrglrla are concerned» by the action of 
the interstate convention 
of miners 
which had been in session here since 
Wednesday. After a day of votlnv and 
wrantfllnt. the convention adopted ares- 
olutlon accepting the proposition of the 
Pittsburg operators. The vote was 4M 
for and 3t7 against the terms of settle* 
ment; eleven votes were not cast. The 
delegates flom Illinois» who had S60 
vote% were unanimously against a tet* 
tlement. Indiana and West Virginia 
voted solidly to accept the operators' 
proposttloB. but there were scattering 
votes among the Ohio and Pittsburg 
delegates a ^ ln s t it. The resolutions 
adopted were exactly the same to all 
practical Intents and purposes as those 
that had been rejected earlier In the day. 
and are as follows: 


Not to Rssnaio f»r Ttoa Days. 


*'Resolved, That. we. the miners of 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, In­ 
diana and Illinois, In convention assem­ 
bled, do hereby airree to accept the prop­ 
osition recommended 
by our national 
executive committee, vis.: <5 cents In 
the Pittsburg district; all plau:es In the 
above-named states where a relative 
price can be obtained to resume work 
and contribute liberally to the minere 
who do not receive the advance, where 
the flght must be continued to the bitter 
Anish. 


“Resolved, That the national officers, 
executive board and district presidenti 
act as an advisory board for the purpose 
of providing ways and means for the 
carrying on of the strike where neces 
sary: provided, however, that no district 
resume work for ten days, for the pur­ 
pose of giving miners In other ^strlcts 
time to confer with their operators and 
get the price if possible."

While ten days is provided for the 
miners to resume work It is probable 
that many of the Ohio and Pittsburg 
mines will be reopened today. The con­ 
vention adopted resolutions IndorflnKthe 
action of the national executive board 
In recommending a settlement on the 
terms proposed. The Illinois miners will 
be called In convention at Springfield. 
Sept. 19. to determine what shall be done 
in that state. Some of the Illinois dele­ 
gates are very bitter In their denuncia­ 
tion of the action of the convention, 
since, they claim, their interests have 
not been given due consideration. 
A 
resolution was adopted denouncing the 
action of the deputies in firing into the 
crowd of striking miners at Hasleton. 
Pa.

Pittsburg. Sept. 13.—The coal mine 
operators of the Pittsburg district think 
they have got the worst of it by the 
adoption at Columbus of the ten-day 
proviso. J. C. Dysart, chairman of the 
committee who represents the operators. 
In speaking of the settlement said: "If 
the miners of this district knew what 
sort of a game has been played on them 
and on the Pittsburg operators by the 
Illinois. Indiana and Ohio operators and 
miners they would not stand idle a mo­ 
ment. but would return to work imme­ 
diately. 
After the heroic struggle the 
Pittsburg miners have made, their west­ 
ern brethren, backed by the operators, 
seek to steal their mess of pottage. We 
have only sixty days to make the entire 
lake shipment. This has been reduced 
to fifty days by the Columbus resolu­ 
tion. W hat coal the Pittsburg operators 
are urable to ship will be furnished by 
mines further w'est.” 


Situation In llie Prnlrlo Stato. 
Spriiigneld. Ills.. Sept. 13.—News of 
the action of the national convention of 
coal miners at Columbus. O.. was re 
celved here with great satisfaction. The 
strike in this state w’as entered upon 
In response to the call of the national 
ofneerB, and a majority of the miners 
have felt that there could be no local 
settlement until a basis for settlement 
shouH be adopted by the national or­ 
ganisation. When the news came of the 
action of the convention the miners were 
Jubilant. They believe that a settlement 
for Illinois on a rate proportionate to 
that adopted for Pittsburg will now be 
secured, and that there will be a speedy 
resumr.tlon of work. President Ratch 
ford V ill leave Columbus for Illinois to 
day to request the miners In this dis 
trlct to come Into the arrangement.

BO n o rt wofk uh'll all the de­ 
mands of the msn at all the mines In 
Ihs district have be«n conceded. Next In 
Importance was the Issuance of war- 
ran u for the arrest of fetherlfl lisrtin 
and the 102 deputies. Then there were 
ssveral meetings of miners and citlsens 
sll denouncing the sheriff and his depu­ 
ties. Then the Austrian diplomats at 
Washington will be called upon to move 
In the matter, msny of the killed and 
wounded being aliens. Resolutions have 
been adopted by numerous labor bo.lies 
all over the country 
rlcnounclng the 
shooting and Oompers and Debs are 
out In statements bitterly asaatting the 
iherlff, Debs' effort being the bitterest. 


The situation here is graver than It 
has been at any time since the bloody 
affiiiy. There Is strong reason to fear 
a conflict betw*een the sttlkers and the 
military today .and there Is an indica­ 
tion that from 5,000 to 7,000 more miners 
will Join the malcontents. Trouble Is in 
the air, and If It Is to come the time will 
be this morning. This is clear from the 
words used last night by General Qobln, 
commander of the Third brigade. The 
striking miners have made elaborate 
preparations for a demonstration at the 
funeral of ten of the victims. The mili­ 
tary authorities are determined that 
nothing of the kind shall be permitted, 
and that from this time on there shall 
be no marchins of any character what­ 
soever, whether 
during 
funerals or 
otherwise. His resolution Is not gen­ 
erally known and the miners are going 
on with their arrangements. 


General aobin alM made a revelation 
which put a startlinf aspect upon the 
situation. This was that the'house of 
the engineer of No. S cdliiery had been 
broken Into late Saturday night by six 
masked men and the engineer, who Is a 
cripple, unmercifully beaten. There Is 
no clue to the identity of the assail­ 
ants. The only work the man has been 
doing lately Is the pumping necessary 
to free the mine from water. The gen­ 
eral had also received a formal report 
of the Audenreld outrage of last Thurs­ 
day night, w'hen strikers broke into the 
house of Oomer Jones, superintendent 
of the Lehigh and Wllkesbsrre Coat 
company. 
Jones, whose unpopularity 
with the miners was one of the first 
causes of the strike, was not there, but 
the men literally wrecked the interior 
of the house and then attacked a mine 
power house near by and stole there­ 
from a quantity of dynamite. 


To all Intents and purposes Hasleton 
Is under martial taw. 
General Gobln 
declared last night that In spite of the 
warrants issued no constables nor any 
civic authority wilt t>e i>ermltted to ar­ 
rest the deputies. 
He said that the 
sheriff is an executive officer 
whose 
duty is to preserve the p#ace, and that 
he (Gobln) and the troops are realty 
subordinate to the sheriff at this time, 
being engaged in helping him to per­ 
form that duty. Under these circum­ 
stances he will not permit Interference 
with the sheriff’s officials, so long oji the 
militia Is here.

A life of sin, a life of pride, a life of In 
dulgen«^, a life of worldliness, a life de­ 
voted to the world, the flesh and the devil, 
is a failure, a dead failure, an infinite 
failure. I care not how many presents 
you send to that eradle or how many gar­ 
lando you send to that grave, you need to 
put right under the name on the tomb­ 
stone this inscription, “Better for that 
man if he had never been born." 


But 1 ahall show you a life that Is worth 
living. A young man says: "1 am here. 
1 am not responsible for my ancestry. 
Others decided that. 1 am not responsil)le 
for my temperament. God gave me that. 
But here 1 am, In the evening of the nine­ 
teenth century, at 20 yeara of age. 1 am 
here, and I must take an a<xk»untof atock. 
Here 1 have a body whioh is a divinely 
constructed engine. 1 must put it to the 
vary best uses, and I must allow nothing 
to damage thia rareat of machinery. Two 
feet, and they mean locomotion; two eyes, 
and they mean capacity to pick out my 
own way; two ^rt, and they are tele­ 
phones of eommunication with all the out- 
aide world, and they mean capacity tc 
catch sweetest music and the voieea ol 
friendship, the very beat music; a tongue, 
with almost infinity of arilculation. Yes. 
hands with which to welcome or resist or 
lift or smite or wave or bless—handa to 
help myself and help otheta. 


Here is a world whioh after 6,000 y^rs 
of battling with tempest and accident is 
atill grander than any architect, human 
or angelic, could have drafted. I have two 
lamps to light me, a golden lamp and a 
silver lamp—>a golden lamp set on the 
sapphire mantel of the day, a silver lamp 
set on tlie jet mantel of the night. Yea, I 
have that at SO years of age whioh defies all 
inventory of valuables—a soul, with ca­ 
pacity to choose or rejeoti to rejoice or to 
suffer, to love or to hate. Plato says it is 
iiuiuortal. Seneca says it is immortal. 
Coufuoius says it is immortal. An old 
book among the family relics—a book with 
leathorn (»ver almost worn out and [^es 
almost obliterated by oft pefosal—joins 
tbe other booits in saying I am iiumortol. 
I have BO years for a lifetime, 60 years 
yet to live. I may not live an hour, but, 
then, 1 must lay out my plans intelligently 
and for a long life. Sixty years odded to 
the SO 1 have already lived—that will bring 
me to 80. 1 must remember that these 80 
years aré only « brief preface to the five 
hundred thousand millions of qulntillions 
of yeara which will be my chief residence 
and exlatance. Now, 1 understand my op- 
portunltlea and my responsibllitiea. If 
there la any balng In the unlvarte all wlta 
and all banaficant who ean halp a maa In 
iuch a lunetura, 1 want him. Tha old 
book fouad amoag tha family relica talla 
me tharo It a God, aad that for tha aaka of 
hla Sob. oaa Jaaai, ha will giva help to a 
naa.

BMBt IB the houae—the aplnning wheel. 
The food la vary plain, but It la alwaya 
well provided. The wintera are very cold, 
bat are kept out by the Manketa ahe quilt* 
ad. On Sunday, when ahe appeara In the 
village church, her ehlldren around her, 
tho mlalater looka down and la reminded 
of tha Bible deaerlptlon of a good houae* 
wife, **Her ehlldren arlte op and call her 
hleaaed; her hnaband alao» aad he pralaath 
her.** 


Some yeara go by, and tha two oMaal 
hoya want a eolleglate education, and tha 
houtehold eoonomlet are teveror, and tha 
ealeulatlona areeloaer, and ontll thoaetwo 
boya get their edueattoa there la a hard 
battle for bread. One of theae boya entera 
tho nnlveralty, ttandt In a pulpit widely 
lafineatlal aad preaehet rlghteoutneta, 
Judgment aod temperaaea, aad thouaaada 
daring hla mlnlatry are blaaaed. The oth* 
er lad who got the eolleglate edueattoa 
goea.Into the hiw aad theaee Into leglahi* 
Uve'halla, and after awhile ha eommaada 
llatening eenatea aa he makea a plea for 
the downtrodden and tha outeaal Oaa of 
the younger boya beeomea a«*merohant, 
atartlng at the foot of the bidder, but 
ellmblng on up until bla aueeeaa and hla 
phllanthroplea are recognlted all over the 
land. The other eon ataya at home beeautt 
he préféra farming Ufe, and then he thlnka 
ha will be able to take care of father aad 
mother when they get old. 


Of the two daughtera, when the war 
broke out one went through the hoepltala 
of PIttaburg Landing and Fortreaa Mon­ 
roe, cheering up the dying and the home- 
alck and taking the hitt mettage to kin­ 
dred far away, ao that every time Christ 
thought of her he tald aa of old, ** The 
aama la my alatar and mother. ** The other 
daughter haa a bright home of her own, 
and in the afternoon, tbe forenoon having 
been devoted to her household, ahe goea 
forth to hunt up the alck and toenoouraga 
tha dlaoouragad, leaving amllea and bene­ 
diction all along the way. 


But one day there start five telegrama 
from the village for theee five abaent onea, 
aaylng: ”Come. Mother la dangerouUy 
Ul.” But before they ean be ready to atart 
they receive another telegram, aaylng: 
”Coma Mother la dead. ” The old neigh­ 
bors gather In the old farmhouse to do the 
last offices of respect, but as that farming 
son, and the clergyman, and tbe aenator, 
and the merchant, and the two daughters 
stand by the casket of the dead mother 
taking the last look or lifting their little 
ehlldren to see once more the face of dear 
old grandma I want to ask that group 
around tho casket one question, “ Do you 
really think her life wos worth llvlngf" A 
Hfe for God, a life for others, a life of un- 
aelfishness, a useful life, a Christian'life. Is 
alwaya worth living.

I would not find It hard to persuade you 
that the poor lad, Peter Cooper, making 
glue for a living and then amassing a great 
fortune until ho could build a philanthropy 
which has had Its echo In 10,000 philan­ 
thropies all over the country-*! would not 
find it hard to persuade you that his liâs 
was worth living. Neither would 1 find it 
bard to persuade you that the life of Su­ 
sannah Wesley was worth living. She 
sent out one son to organliMi Methodism 
and the other son to ring bis anthems all 
through the agea. I would not find It hard 
work to perauade you that, tha life of 
Frances Leere waa worth lllvng, m ahe 
aatabllshed In BngUind a achool for the 
acientlfic nursing of the alck, and then 
when the war broke out between France 
and Germany went to the front, and with 
her own handa acraped the mud off the 
bodieaof the aoldlera dying In the trenches, 
and with her weak arm—atanding one 
night In the hospital—pushing back a 
German aoldler to bla couch, aa, aU fran 
tied with his wounds, he rushed to the 
door and said, *'Let me go, let me go to 
my Hebe mutter,” major generals s(and< 
Ing back to let pass this angel of mercy. 


Neither would 1 have hard work to per< 
anode you that Grace Darling lived a life 
worth living—the heroine of the lifeboat 
You are not wondering that the Duchess 
of Northumberland came to see her, and 
that people of all lands asked for her light 
house, and that tho proprietor of the Adel- 
phi theater in London offered her flOO a 
night just to sit in the lifeboat while some 
shipwreck scene was being enacted. 


But 1 know the thought in the minds 
of hundreds of you today. You say 
"While 1 know all these lived lives worth 
living, I don't think my life amounts to 
muoh." 
Ah. my friends, whether you 
live a life oonspiouous or incouspiouous, 
it is worth living if you live aright, and 1 
want my next sentence to go down into 
the depths of all your souls.

All Klll«d aad Ms Others Bmdif Wounded 
on Obo Car o f • n«i«htTnU B on tho Iron 
Mountain la Indian Tonrltorjr—Tho Heath 
1.1st of tho koweastio, Colo,, H orror Now 
P ut at About ^wontjr—KaKlnoor aad Coa- 
duetor Bospoaslblo. 
Memphli, Sept. 18.—A special to The 
Commercial Appeal from Van Buron, 
Ark., aaya: A moat disastrous freight 
wreck occurred on the Iron Mountain 
road at Hanson, Indian Territory, a 
amall station twenty mile» west of \ ‘an 
Buren, at 2 p. m. yofterday, resulting In 
the death of seven men and the sertous 
Injury of six others, two of whom will 
die. 
The dead are: 
William Fame, 
Charles Fame, Douglass Anderson, John 
Johnson. Bore Henderson. Frank Ham- 
Iton and H. A. Walton. The injurtd—. 
Oeorge Coffman, Jack JoneSi James 
Phllllpsk 
Robert 
Eubanks, 
Charles 
Pender, Oeor«t Parker. Of the wound­ 
ed It Is thought that two will die, as 
they suffered Internal injurlea All of 
the dead and wounded were sent to 
Vlan, with the exception of Walton’s 
body, It beinc brought to this place, 
where he has relatives living. 
None 
of the trainmen were hurt. The wrecked 
train was a local freight. No. 45, from 
Coffeeville, Kas., to Van Buren. While 
the train was running at twenty miles 
an hour tha forward trucks of one of 
tht oars near the engine broke, wreck- 
ng fifteen cars loaded with walnut logs 
and baled hay. 


All tho Dead In Oao Car. 


With the exception of two cars In 
froiil and three cars in the ,rear. In­ 
cluding the caboose, every car of the 
twenty composing the train was ditched. 
In tlie middle of the train was a car 
loaded with heavy machinery, and it 
was in this car that several men were 
stealing a ride and from which seven 
dead and six seriously wounded were 
taken by the trainmen shortly after­ 
wards. It appears that the occupants 
of the wrecked car were a party of men 
and boys living at Vlan. I. T.. who were 
coming to Van Buron to And employ­ 
ment In the cotton fields. When the 
machinery car left the rails. It fell on 
its side, nearly all of the men being 
caught by the heavy boams. A car of 
logs was piled on top of the one in 
which the men were riding, and th a t 
any escaped Instant death is but little 
short of a miracle. 
A message waa 
sent to Trainmaster W alsh at this place 
by the train crew, and he immediately 
ordered out a wrecking crew and w ith 
Division Roardmaster McLeod went to 
the, scene of the wreck, taking with 
them Dr. Dibell, the company's local 
surgeon at this place. 
The first thing 
done was to extricate the dead 
and 
wounded and on account of the heavy 
logs and machinery under which they 
w ere burled, the task was a laborious 
one and it was several hours before the 
last of the bodies w ai removed from the 
wreck. 


Wmrm Horribly 


Kansas City, Sept. 13.—A special 
to 
The Times from Van Buren, Ark., says 
m any sad .«leene» were enacted at H an­ 
son. One of the dead, whose name Is un­ 
known. was found with his head mashed 
to a pul|. Ijeiween the heavy logs, hl.s 
brains oozlnK out. Others were crushed 
and mangled In a horrll>le manner. Two 
of the dead were brougrht here.
